Claims 

1 . Claims 1-54 are pending in the present application. Claims 1-28 were 
allowed in detailed office action dated June 13, 2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-54 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art searched and cited failed to tech or fairly suggest a scanning probe 
microscope having a microscope coupling supporting elements of said scanning 
probe microscope and a sample stage support configured to suspend said sample 
stage from said microscope coupling in combination with the rest of claims 29 and 
54. Claims 30-33 are allowable because of their dependencies upon claim 29. The 
prior art searched and cited further failed to teach or fairly suggest a scanning 
probe microscope having a sample stage and a solenoid unit positioned above said 
cantilever unit and comprising a magnetic core and a solenoid winding, wherein 
said cantilever unit is secured to said solenoid unit and said solenoid unit is 
configured to cause movement of said free end of said flexible cantilever in 
combination with the rest of claims 34 and 44. Claims 35-43 and 45-53 are 
allowable because of their dependencies upon claims 34 and 44.
